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REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE 

1. the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the Bill* further to 
amend the Advocates Act, 1961 was referred, as authorised by the Joint 
Committee, present, on its behalf the Report of the Committee, with the 
BiU, as amended by the Committee, annexed thereto. 

2. The Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 8th December, 

1970, 

3. The Motion for reference of the BiU to a Joint Committee of the 
Houses was moved by Shri Niti Raj Singh Chaudhury on the 26th May, 

1971. The Motion was adopted by the House on the same day 
(Appendix I). 

4. The Lok Sabha discussed, and concurred in, the Motion on the 22nd 
June, 1971 (Appendix II). The message from the Lok Sabha was reported 
to the Rajya Sabha on the 23rd June, 1971. 

5. The Report of the Committee was to be presented to the House by 
the last day of the first week of the Seventy-eighth session of the Rajya 
Sabha. The Committee was, however, granted extension of time first up 
to the last day of the first week of the Eighty-first session and again up to 
the first day of the last week of the Eighty-second session of the Rajya 
Sabha 

6. The Committee held 19 sittings in all. Of these 2 sittings (on 8th 
and 9th September 1972) were held at Allahabad, 1 sitting (on 11th Sep¬ 
tember 1972) at Patna, 3 sittings (on 13th, 14th and 15th September 1972) 
at Calcutta and 3 sittings (on 12th, 13th and 14th October, 1972) at Bombayi 
with the permission of the Chairman, Rajya Sabha, to hear oral evidence 
of witnesses. The rest of the sittings were held in the Parliament 
House. [For minutes of the sittings of the Committee see Appendix V.] 

7. At its first sitting held on the 23rd July, 1971, the Committee 
decided that a Press Communique be issued inviting opinions from 
various individuals, associations and public bodies etc. interested in the 
subject matter of the Bill and advising them to send memoranda thereon 
to the Rajya Sabha Secretariat by the 3rd September, 1971, and that the 
following be approached for giving their views on the Bill namely; — 

(1) The Bar Council of India and State Bar Councils; and the 
High Court Bar Associations; 

(il) Registrar of the Supreme Court; 

(iii) Registrars of the High Courts; 

(v) Attorney General of India and Solicitor General of India; 

(v) Advocates-General of the States; 

(vi) Law Faculties of all the Universities in the country; 

(vii) Indian Law Institute, New Delhi. 

(vili) State Governments;

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The Committee further decided to call witnesses for giving oral 
evidence on the Bill and authorised the Chairman to decide, after 
examining all the memoranda, as to who might be invited for the 
purpose. The Chairman also requested members to suggest names of 
persons who might be invited for giving oral evidence before the 
Committee. 

8. 65 memoranda containing the coments/suggestions and resolu¬ 
tions etc- on the subject matter of the Bill from individuals, jurists, 
organisations etc. were received by the Committee. (Appendix III). 

9. The Committee heard the evidence tendered by 40 witnesses. 
(Appendix IV). 

10. The Committee decided that the evidence tendered before it 
should be laid on the Table of the Houses. 

11. The Committee considered and adopted the Draft Report at its 
sitting held on the 12th December, 1972. 

12. Before dealing with the various changes made by the Committee 
in the Bill, the Committee would like to highlight certain important 
matters mentioned below which have been urged by witnesses and 
others who submitted oral and written evidence before the Committee:-- 

(a) It was pointed out that the existence of the dual system on the 
original sides of the High Courts of Bombay and Calcutta 
under which a litigant has to engage not only a counsel but 
also a solicitor to Instruct counsel (i.e. he cannot engage or 
brief a counsel directly) is expensive and causes hardship to 
the poor litigant particularly* The dual system militates 
against the basic idea of unification of the Bar in the country. 
It also creates a monopoly for a section of the Bar to practise 
in a particular court. The Committee strongly feels that the 
system should be abolished as early as possible* The Com¬ 
mittee could not, however, make any specific provision in that 
regard in the Bill as it felt that the matter should first be 
examined in all its aspects by the Government in consultation 
with the concerned Courts and others. 

(b) The other matter relates to the legal aid for the weaker section 
of the society. The Committee feels that the Bill does not 
contain adequate provisions for giving legal aid to the weaker 
section of the society. In particular, it is considered that the 
legal aid fund to be constituted under clause 6(b) or clause 
7(b) of the Bill would attract meagre finances with would be 
insufficient to render even the minimum quantum of legal aid to 
the weaker section of the society. The Committee has noted 
with satisfaction that the Government is aware of the com¬ 
plexity of the problem. The Committee has also taken note 
of the fact that the Government has constituted* an Expert 
Committee under the Chairmanship of Shri Justice Krishna 
lyer^ Member, Law Commission, to consider the question of

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making available legal aid and advice to the weaker sections 
of the community, in all its aspects. The Committee hopes 
that the Government would at an early date formulate a com¬ 
prehensive legal aid programme and in order to implement 
the same bring forward necessary legislation. 

(c) On the question of mode of address to the Judges in the Courts, 
almost all the witnesses who appeared before the Committee 
were unanimous in their view that the present mode of 
addressing a judge as '^My Lord’' or ^^Your Lordship" is out¬ 
moded and should be changed. The Committee fully agrees 
with that view and hopes that appropriate action will be 
taken in the matter, 

13. The Principal changes effected by the Committee in the Bill and 
the reasons therefor are set out in the succeeding paragraphs. 

Clause 3 

Original sub-paragraph (a) of paragraph (1) of the clause sought to 
modify the definition of the term '‘Advocate" so as to clarify that persons 
who were vakils or pleaders before the commencement of the Advocates 
Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) and were there¬ 
after enrolled as advocates were also entitled to be considered as 
advocates. The Committee, however, feels that the existing definition of 
the term “Advocate" as contained in the principal Act is wide and com¬ 
prehensive enough to cover vakils and pleaders who are otherwise 
eligible to be enrolled as advocates under the Act and as such no change 
is called for therein. The Committee has accordingly deleted sub- 
paragraph 1(a) in the clause. 


Clause 4 

The changes made in sub-clause (b) are consequent upon the forma¬ 
tion of the new States of Nagaland, Maghalaya, Manipur and Tripura 
and the revival of the office of the Additional Solicitor-General of India 
by the Government. 

Under the existing proviso to section 3(2) of the principal Act, one- 
half of elected members of a State Bar Council are required to have at 
least ten years’ practice as advocates. Original sub-clause (b) (iii) of the 
clause had sought to raise it to fifteen years. The Committee feels that 
the intention of having a more mature body of persons to the State Bar 
Councils could best be secured by leaving the Bar Councils to elect 
sufficient number of members possessing the necessary standing and 
experience. The Committee has, therefore, deleted sub-clause (b)(iii) to 
maintain the status quo in the matter. 


Clause 6 

The clause has been amended to secure the following objectives: — 

(i) The functions of the State Bar Councils should be more broad- 
based and expanded to enable them to bring out law journals 
and similar publications. 

(ii) The State Bar Councils may undertake welfare schemes for the 
benefit of disabled, indigent and other advocates. 
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(iii) The State Bar Councils may constitute legal aid funds for 
giving legal aid or advice to the weaker section of the society. 

Necessary changes have accordingly been made in the clause. 

Clause 7 

The changes made in the clause which deals with the functions of the 
Bar Council of India are on the same lines as indicated under clause 
in relation to State Bar Councils. 

Clause 9 (Original) 

The original clause had proposed to etxend the term of office of mem¬ 
bers of the'state Bar Councils from the present four years to five years 
for members elected after the commencement of the Advocates (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1966, with a view to curtailing expenditure on elections. The 
Committee feels that a four year term is a reasonable one and should 
not be extended. In any case not much economy of expenditure Is likely 
to be achieved by extending the term by a year. The Committee has, 
therefore, deleted the clause. 

Clause 10 (Original) 

Tile Committee has deleted the clause in view of its recommendation 
to retain the existing proviso to section 3(2) of the principal Act which 
requires that one half of the elected members of a State Bar Council 
should have at least ten years practice as advocates. 

Clause 9 (Original Clause 11) 

As will be explained in detail under clause 14, the Committee is of 
the opinion that it is not necessary to make it obligatory upon the Bar 
Councils to constitute legal aid committees or provide for the details 
of number of members, their qualifications, etc. in the clause. But at 
the same time, the Bar Councils have been empowered, although on a 
voluntary basis, to discharge the function of rendering legal aid to the 
weaker section of the society. The clause has been redrafted so as to 
make it simpler and more general as regards composition etc. of the 
legal and committee. 


Clause 14 (Original) 

This clause had sought to cast a statutory obligation on Bar Councils 
to make schemes for legal aid to the weaker section of the society, and 
had also provided some salient features of such a scheme. There was 
consensus amongst the members of the Committee as well as eminent 
jurists who appeared before the Committee that statutory provisions 
should be made for rendering legal aid to the weaker section of the 
society and the provisions sought to be made under the clause were in 
the right direction. It was, however, felt, firstly, that rendering legal 
aid should be the obligation of the State and not the Bar Councils in 
view of the latter Is meagre and limited financial and other resources. 
Secondly, while the Bar Councils might be entrusted with the adminis¬ 
tration of such schemes, the statute Itself, it was felt, should lay down 
broad features and general guide-lines about the scheme. Lastly, Instead 
of the Advocates Act which deals with legal practitioners, separate com¬ 
prehensive legislation should be brought on the subject. The Committee, 
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after giving a very careful consideration to all aspects of the matter, 
feels that Government should bring fourth such as enactment regulating 
all aspects of legal aid to the weaker section of the society. The Com¬ 
mittee, therefore, after taking note of the fact that Government is 
engaged In working out such a scheme, has deleted the clause. 

Clause 12 (Oripinal Clause 15) 

The changes made in the clause are intended to enable the Bar 
Council to frame rules for the purpose of giving financial assistance to 
indigent, disabled or other advocates and to organise legal aid and 
advice to the weaker section of the society. The changes made in the 
clause are of a consequential nature. 


Clause 17 (Original Clause 20) 

The clause, inter alia had sought to insert a new sub-section in section 
22 of the principal Act in order to make the entry of a new advocate 
known and more dignified. The Committee feels that the innovation of 
Introducing the new entrants to the Chief Justice of the High Court 
sought to be inrtoduced. in unnecessary, uncalled for and may also 
Involve inconvenience to persons concerned. The Committee has, there¬ 
fore, deleted that provision. 

The new sub-section (2) which replaces the above provision is 
intended to cast an obligation on an enrolled person to notify any changes 
in the place of his permanent residence to the concerned Bar Council 
within a specified time, so that the roll is kept uptodate in all respects. 

Clause 21 (Original) 

In view of the revival of the office of the Additional Solicitor-General 
of India, the provision contained in section 23(3) of the principal Act 
(regulating right of pre-audience to the Additional Solicitor-General of 
India) has been retained and the original clause which had proposed to 
omit a reference to that office has been deleted. 

Clause 18 (Original Clause 22) 

The Committee has made the following changes in the clause: — 

(i) The enrolment fee has been reduced to Rs. 250, as Rs. 350 
originally proposed in the clause appears to be excessive. 
Incidentally, this restores the status quo in the matter. 

(11) In the case of persons who belong to Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes, provision has been made to allow a con¬ 
cession of fifty per cent In the matter of payment of enrolment 
fee subject to the production of proof that the applicant 
belongs to that category, 

(lii) A facility has been provided for enrolment as advocates to 
persons who were practising the profession of law under any 
law or who could not enrol themselves due to their employ¬ 
ment in public service before the 1st December, 1961, the date 
on which the enrolment provisions of the principal Act had 
commenced. 
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Clause 19 (New) 

The Committee feels that persons who have been convicted of offences 
involving moral turpitude or of offences under the provisions of the 
Untouchability (Offences) Act, 1955 should not be admitted as advocates 
or enrolled on the State rolls except where they have been given the 
benefit of the provisions of the Probation of Offenders Act, 1958. But in 
order that the bar against such enrolment should not be permanent, the 
Committee has provided a time-limit of two years from the date of 
termination of the term of sentence, after which only he may be admitted 
as advocate. The new clause has been inserted accordingly. 

Clause 25 (Original Clause 28) 

The Committee feels that the Disciplinary Committee of the Bar 
Council of India should have power to withdraw any proceedings pend¬ 
ing before the State Bar Councirs Disciplinary Committee not only suo 
motu but also on the report of the State Bar Council or on an application 
by any interested person. Sub-clause (1) of the original clause has, 
accordingly, been amended. 

The other amendment in 'sub-clause (c) is of a clarificatory nature. 

Clause 26 (Original Clause 29) 

The Committee feels that the provision for reopening or rehearing of 
proceedings pending before a Disciplinary Committee of a State Bar 
Council which is reconstituted subsequently, will unnecessarily prolong 
and delay the proceedings and accumulate the work of disciplinary com¬ 
mittees. The Committee has, therefore, deleted the proviso of the new 
section 36A proposed to be inserted in the principal Act. 

The Committee has also added a new section 36B with a view to 
expediting the disposal of disciplinary proceedings, by the disciplinary 
committees of the State Bar Councils by providing that such proceedings 
shall be disposed within one year from the date of complaint or initiation 
thereof, failing which the proceedings shall stand transferred to the Bar 
Council of India for disposal. 


Clause 27 (Original Clause 30) 

Under section 37 of the principal Act an appeal lies to the Bar Council 
of India from an order of the Disciplinary Committee of a State Bar 
Council regarding the conduct of an advocate. The original clause had 
proposed that an appeal from the decision of the State Bar Council 
should lie to the High Court of the state concerned. The volume of 
evidence placed before the Committee, however, is not a favour of this 
change of forum for appeal. Apart from the fact that it will unnecessarily 
increase the work of High Courts, it will also impinge upon the auto¬ 
nomous character of Bar Councils envisaged in the Act, Being a 
disciplinary matter it will be better if it is left to be decided by elected 
representatives of the profession The Committee has, therefore, 
retained the existing provision contained in the principal Act. 


The Committee also feels that the Advocate Greneral of a State should 
also have a right to appeal against an order of the Disciplinary Com- 
mittoe of a State Bar Council in the matter of professional misconduct 
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of an advocate. Necessary change has, therefore, been made in sub¬ 
section (1) of section 37 of the principal Act. 

The other changes made in the clause are of a clariflcatory and 
consequential nature. 


Clause 28 (Original Clause 31) 

The Committee feels that besides the aggrieved person, the Attorney- 
General of India or the Advocate General of the State concerned, as the 
case may be, should also have a right to appeal to the Surpreme Court 
against an order of the Disciplinary Committee of the Bar Council of 
India in the matter of professional misconduct of an advocate. The clause 
has be^n amended accordingly. 


Clause 30 (Original Clause 33) 

The amendment made in the clause is consequential upon the proposal 
of the Committee to retain the appellate jurisdiction of the Disciplinary 
Committee of the Bar Council of Indta instead of transferring the same 
to the High Courts of the States, in the matter of professional misconduct 
of an advocate. 


Clause 32 (Original Clause 35) 

The proposed new sub-section (5) of section 42 of the principal Act is 
intended to avoid a deadlock in the proceedings of the Disciplinary 
Committee of a Bar Council, 


Clause 34 (Original Clause 37) 

Tit&*Committee is of the opinion that a time-limit of sixty days should 
be prescribed within which the Disciplinary Committee of a Bar Council 
may, if it so chooses, review its order. The other change, namely the 
retention of the existing proviso to section 44 of the principal Act, is 
consequential upon the Committee’s proposal to retain the appellate juris¬ 
diction of the Bar Council of India. 

Clause 38 (Original) 

The clause has been deleted in view of the Committee’s proposal to 
omit from the Bill provisions for increase of Rs. 100 in the enrolment 
fee of an advocate and for credit thereof to the IjCgal Aid Fund. 

(Clause 41 (Original) 

The deletion of the clause is consequential upon the proposal of the 
Committee not to transfer the appellate jurisdiction of the Bar Council 
of India to the High Court in matters of disciplinary proceedings. 

Clause 37 (Original Clause 42) 

The change made in the clause is on the same lines as that made in 
clause 34 supra. 
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Clause 38 (Original Clause 43) 

The Committee is of the opinion that there should be a uniform 
practice with regard to the form of dresses or robes for use by the 
advocates all over the country and that the Bar Council of India should 
be empowered to prescribe the same with the approval of the Chief 
Justice of India, having regard to the climatic conditions of the various 
regions. Suitable provision has, accordingly, been inserted in the clause. 

Clause 39 (Original 44) 

The Committee is of the opinion that for the sake of uniformity in the 
matter of making rules under the principal Act the power to frame rules 
should continue to vest in the Central Government. The original pro¬ 
vision of the clause has, therefore, been deleted. Opportunity has also 
been taken to incorporate the revised “laying of rules formula” in sub¬ 
section (5) of section 49A of the Act. 

The other changes made in the Bill are of a consequential or drafting 
nature. 

14. The Committee recommends that the BBl, as amended, be passed.

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MINUTES OF DISSENT 

The Bill, as finally shaped, is a disappointment, 

I 

To start with, it aimed at comprehensive provisions for legal aid to 
the poor. 

Incidentally aid to impecunious and disabled lawyers; provisions for 
retired lawyers also came up. 

The evidence recorded will show that eminent jurists who were 
examined by the Joint Select Committee, gave very valuable opinions 
in answer to written and oral intenogations, on this exacting subject. 

The Chairman of the Committee made incisive probe in this behalf. 
At the early and middle stages of the Select Committee enquiry Govern¬ 
ment gave a clear indication of their mind that the scope of the Bill 
would be suitably enlarged in thi^ behalf. 

It was almost an agreed position that a separate Chapter would be 
inserted in the Bill with a view to going a long way, if not the whole 
length, giving a start to matter of legal aid to the poor. 

Delhi, Allahabad, Patna, Calcutta, Bombay had lengthy and earnest 
sittings—and very costly too^—in which various High Court jurists 
eminent lawyers, representatives of Bar Councils, deputatlonists from 
various Law Societies and Institutions, Officers from various Law depart¬ 
ments of Governments and all sorts of Law Reports were warmly and 
respectfully examined from all points of view, critically posed. 


There was almost a rare unanimity that legal aid to the poor and 
incidentally other aids must be pushed forth with. It was thought that 
things had already been delayed in an unseemly manner, and any 
further halt would be indecent. 

Suddenly, however, during Bombay sittings Government made a volte 
face in the matter and gave out that a separate bill would be brought 
hereafter in this behalf. The next sitting in Madras—the last of 
scheduled outstation sittings—^was unceremonially cancelled. 

Minus the legal aid matter other provisions of the Bill are of com- 
perative insignificance. 

These are more or less cutting the t’s and dotting the i’s. 

Hence, this dissent.

I fear I should add a separate note to the report of the Joint Committee. 

It is a matter of regret that inspite of the length of time over which 
the Committee have had to spread out its work and also the valuable 
evidence adduced before it, the subject of legal aid for the poor could 
not be provided for. An expert Committee is now seized of the problem. 
I wish this time—consuming process could be avoided and legislation 
expeditiously prepared by the Joint Committee itself. 

I am sorry also that the Joint Committee has not been able to make 
any specific provision about the so-called ‘dual system’ obtaining in the 
Original Side of the Calcutta and Bombay High Courts in spite of its 
strong feeling that the system should be abolished as early as possible. 
A recent book, “Studies in Judicial History of British India”, by a 
Calcutta advocate, Bhawani Shankar Chowdhury (Eastern Law House, 
Calcutta, 1972) has stressed strongly that the ‘Original Side’ was a pro¬ 
duct of racial discrimination in British justice deliberately practised in 
this country and militates against the principle of equality before the 
law. Having myself been called to the Bar by the Honourable Society 
of Lincoln’s Inn in 1934,1 have chafed at and resented the quasi-apartheid 
practices, which still continue to some extent as between Indian-qualified 
advocates and barristers who boast of being “members of the English 
Bar”. The Joint Committee feels strongly on this subject, but it is 
regretted that it leaves the matter to be further examined by Govern¬ 
ment. 

A unifid, non-discriminating Indian Bar is the objective before the 
country. Reform of the law, in conformity with the changing socio¬ 
economic context and not merely in form, and legal education of a type 
different from formerly, are urgently needed. The country’s attention 
requires to be immediately turned in this direction.

After considering the majority report, I am unable to agree with the 
Hon, members of the Committee on the ioilowing clauses; — 

Clause 3(^1 and Clause 18 

The above Clauses are meant to acolish the Common Roll. This 
would be against the objects of the enrolment of the advocates, because 
the Act has been enacted to have all India Unified Bar and the Common 
Roll will help in the maintenance as such. The above provisions meant 
to delete the Section, which are meant for the pieparation of Common 
Roll. I am not in favour of deleting the provisions of Common Roll. 1 
am fortified by the experts, like the Law Commission of India. In their 
Report XIV, Volume—I at Para 559 the Commission has suggested that 
this is important function of the All India Bar Council. The very object 
of unification of Bar will evaporate and an advocate will not consider 
himself to be member of the family of the Bar of India. ,To have a 
statewise Roll will create according to the Law Commission, a feeling 
of provincialism and disintegration. Therefore, I strongly object to the 
deletion of the original Section mentioned in the above Clauses. 


Clause 12 

This Clause is regarding Section lOA of the original Act. In the state¬ 
ment of objects and reasons at page 21 of the Advocates (Amendment) 
Bill it is stated that by enacting Section. lOA (1, 2 and 3) avoidable 
expenditure would be cut down. This is a mistaken view. Members of 
the Bar Council of India belong to difterent parts of the country. If a 
meeting is held at Delhi, then it is convenient for those members who are 
near Delhi. Likewise, if a meeting is held in those cities, which are on 
southern side of India, then it is convenient and less expensive for the 
members, who are in the vicinity of those places. In practical working, 
according to one witness, it has also been found that the holding of the 
meetings of the Bar Council or their committees occasionally at different 
places is also conducive to an efficient working. The idea underlying 
the section that the Bar Council have been extravagant by holding meet¬ 
ings outside the headquarters is not supported by facts- 

No such restriction is placed on the powers of the Medical Council of 
India or other statutory bodies. On the other hand, it has been men¬ 
tioned in Section 8 of the Indian Medical Council Act that the council 
shall meet at such time and place as may be appointed by the Council. 

Another advantage in going out of the headquarters is that the 
members of the Council come in contact with local lawyers which is 
conducive to the unification of Bar and which is one of the main objec¬ 
tives of the Advocates Act. Similarly, the meeting of State Bar Council 
should not be restricted to the headquarters of the State Bar Council. 
But such meetings may be held at the seat of the permanent Benches of 
the High Court as the State Bar Council is constituted mostly of the 
members residing at various seats of the Benches. Therefore, the State 
Bar Council and its committees shall meet at its headquarters or at the 
seat of the permanent Benches of the High Court or at any convenient 
place, which they think fit. 
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Claxise 35 

In Clause 35, which seeks to amend Section 46, I w£int the Section 46 
of the original Act needs revision. The continuation of the present 
percentage as the share of the Bar Council of India in the enrolment 
fees received by the State Bar Council is highly unjust as its functions 
are being reduced by this new amendment Bill. Therefore, the share of 
the Bar Council of India in the enrolment fees received by the State Bar 
Council is halved or considerably reduced. 

Especially keeping in view the recommendations of the Law Commis¬ 
sion contained in its 14th Report, wherein it is stated that the contribu¬ 
tion may be revised or reconsidered after the end of five years. But now 
ten years have elapsed since the 1961 Act came into force. Therefore 
the percentage should be reconsidered.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-third Year of the Republic 
of India as foUqws:— 


26 of 1961. 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Advocates (Amendment) Act, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
DQay, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In section 1 of the Advocates Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as 

the principal Act),— jj
